President Urges Study of 
Ways and Means To Elim- 


inate Hazards. 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 18.—(7}— 
President Roosevelt today proclaimed 
the week beginning October 6 as fire 
prevention week and urged officials 


and civic leaders in every state to “en-| 


courage the study of ways and means” 
to eliminate fire hazards. 


The text of the proclamation fol- 
lows: 


_ Whereas disastrous and destruc- 
tive fires annually take an enormous 
toll of human life and property and 
cisrupt the orderly course of business 
productivity: And 

“Whereas it is the daty of every 
Citizen to aid in the prevention of 
éuch fires as far as possible: and 

“Whereas such fires can largely be 
prevented by the exercise of proper 
care and the use of: appropriate fire 
prevention measures: and 

“Whereas it is highly desirable that 
the attention of the people be direct- 
ed to the necessity for the prevention 
of such fires: 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, president of the United 
States of America, do hereby proclaim 
and designate the. week beginning Oc- 
tober 6, 1935, as fire prevention 
week, and I particularly urge state 
and municipal officials, civie and 
commercial organizations, schoo] au- 
thorities, the clergy, and the press to 
emphasize the danger of the needless 
waste caused -by fire and to encourage 


the study of ways and means whereby | 


fire hazards and the disastrous con- 
sequences of fire may be prevented as 
far as possible.”

Protests of eastern North Carolina 
growers over prices received for the 
current crop of flue-cured tobacco re- 
sulted in a statement today from J. B. 
Hutson, farm administration tobacco 
division director, that 1936 plantings 
might be reduced considerably under 
certain conditions. 

Hutson said the size of the current 
crop Was still uncertain, and that re- 
duction of next year's plantings would 
depend on the size of the 1925 crop 
and world consumption of the leaf. 
“In connection with the price situa- 
tion for flue-cured tobacco. the ques- 
tion has been raised as to the prob- 
able 1936 plantings,”’ Hutson said, 

“The 1935 flue-cured tobacco adjust- 
ment program provides for a reduction 
of not exceeding 235 per cent from the 
basis established in the contract. 
Whether the reduction will be the full 
amount authorized, or a lesser figure, 
will depend upon the size of the 1935 
crop and developments affecting 
world consumption during the next 
few months. 

“At the time the program for 1935 
was formulated it was anticipated the 
program would result in a crop of ap- 
proximately 715,000,000 pounds. Some 
current estimates are above and some 
below this figure.”

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Famous Prisoner Endeavors. 


To Show He Was Not 
at Scene of Bombing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—(2 


Tom Mooney, fighting a new battle in 


his dogged struggle for freedom. sought | 


to show through pictures today that 
if was impossible for him to have par- 
ticipated in the 1916 San Francisco 
Preparedness Day bombing for which 
€ was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The famous pictures—showing Moo- 
ney more than a mile from the bomb- 
ing scene a few minutes before the 
blast—were produced shortly after he 
took the stand beginning a habeas 
corpus hearing before a state su- 
preme court referee. 


Mooney’s attorney, the veteran 
Frank P. Walsh, of New York, asked 
him to identify persons in a greatly 
enlarged picture taken from the roof 
of the Eilers building during the pa- 
rade. It shows Mooney in the fore- 
ground, leaning over the  bnilding’s 
cornice. In the distance is a street 
clock. 

Mooney pointed out his wife in the 
anapshot. Then he said: 

“You see this clock says 1:58 p.m.” 
(The bomb exploded just off lower 
Marget street, 11-4 miles away, at 
2:06 p.m., killing 10 persons. )

Mr. Seldes 
is a man who is always wanting his 
rights and, like that other slave of 
the System, Upton Sinclair, makes a 
very comfortable career out of his 
thralldom. He got his early raising 
in the newspaper business in Pitts- 
burgh, which was a plague spot of 
American journalism at the time, and 
he has never recovered from his 
disenchantment. He was a good re- 
porter before he got into books but, 
like certain other correspondents, in- 
cluding yours, he had a curious knack 
of stirring up the animals and getting 
himself in Dutch with the officials 
when other men were able to get 
along peacefully without apparent 
neglect of their trust and duty. It is 
true that a man who gets a writ of 
banishment from a Mussolini or a Hit- 
ler ought to cherish the paper as an 
honorable professional citation but, on 
net results, the reporter who can cover 
his job and avoid being kicked out is 
more effective. 

Most of Mr. Seldes’ complaint

Presumabty‘they become in- 
fected with hookworm from swallow- 
ing larvae’ in the tlay they eat. But 
the usual mode of entrance for hook- 
worm is via toe itch, or dew itch, the 
larvae setting up a dermatitis of the 
feet, particularly between the _ toes, 
and penetrating the skin, entering the 
circulation, being carried through the 
veins to the lungs, thence working 
up into the throat, so that they are 
swallowed and finally lodge in the 
duodenum.

ished or absent gastric secretion is a 
common feature of pellagra.

A rule was made that if a messenger 
was late, without good reason, 
should be fined 50 sols (about $20) 
and put in jail for five days.
